Hu mphrey, who insists he isn’t campaigning, 
agreed to ad d ress tod ay’s state AFL-CIO con­ 
vention in Pittsbu rgh — an appearance that 
cou ld generate su pport for u ncommitted d ele­ 
gates, who m ight back him in a d ead locked 
national party convention in Ju ly. 
Fred Harris, the former Oklahoma senator 
who never became a contend er, called a news 
conference in Washington to annou nce he no 
longer will actively campaign for the Democrat­ 
ic nomination. He was the sixth Democratic 
cand id ate to bow ou t of the race. 
On the GOP sid e, Reagan Wed nesd ay hit five 
cities in Texas where he is thou ght to be a slight 
favorite — a position he has not occu pied for 
some time. 
And the Presid ent, who campaigns in Texas 
Frid ay and Satu rd ay, termed hts Wisconsin 
victory a pu blic rejection of Reagan’s criticism 
o f U.S. foreign policy. 


Carter, after ed ging ou t Ud all for first place 
in Wisconsin bu t finishing fou rth in New York, 
d escribed Pennsylvania as the first state where 
he and Jackson “ can test each other on a man- 
to-man basis." 
The former Georgia governor got an icy 
reception at the AFL-CIO convention in P it­ 
tsbu rgh. Union members shou ted , "We want 
Hu mphrey' and “ No peanu ts in Pennsylva­ 
nia." 
Carter tried at a news conference to d efu se 
labor claims that he is soft on right-to-work 
laws, and appeared to back away slightly from 
his statement in Ind iana the d ay before that he 
sees nothing wrong in maintaining the "ethnic 
pu rity" of neighliorhood s.

I like Governor Carter for much the 
same reasons others like him, and accord­ 
ingly I pledge not to observe him at the 
stump. I find it almost impossible to 
enhance one's appreciation of a man 
engaged in asking people to vote for him. 
Take Carter. 
He was appearing before a trade union 
in Milwaukee, and the mood was surly. 
W hy? 
Because,

Carter had defended right-to-work laws. 
Now understand exactly what this meant. 
It meant that the Governor of Georgia 
took the position that the people of 
Georgia should reserve to themselves the 
right to decide whether a union shop 
should be compulsory. The idea that 
Washington should decide this in behalf 
of the people of Georgia is an affront not 
only on the 10th Amendment, but on the 
whole federal system. However, to have 
backed, however formalistically, 14B is 
on the order of having defaced an icon. It 
is a sin of the spirit. So, smiling at his 
interrogator, now we hear Jimmy Carter 
saying: 
“ That was when I was governor of 
Georgia. Now I think that the repeal of 
14B means a great deal to a great many 
people. And if Congress sends me up a bill 
repealing 14B, I’ll sign it. There were 
cheers. A little half-hearted, because he 
was a man who once had disbelieved. 
Now, having confessed his sin, he was 
redmitted into the society, but he is still 
regarded with some suspicion. What 
those voters — and other voters engaged 
in humiliating other politicians — never 
quite think through is what they are doing 
to the man they propose to send to the 
presidency. 
You see, to believe that the federal 
government should specify a union shop 
throughout the United States requires the 
subordination of libertarian and federal­ 
ist impulses to the interests of a single 
social unit — the trade union. Nobody 
who is prepared to subordinate all other 
interests to any one interest should be 
elected president. Not even the interest of 
peace. Let alone the interest of labor 
unions, or business corporations. 
A failure to see this is a failure to 


understand what it is that makes for a 
good president. But it is precisely this 
desire to force the candidate to humiliate 
himself that the sectarian voter is insist­ 
ing on. Consider what the reception 
would have been if Carter had said: “ I 
don’t believe that Washington should 
require states to require union shops — I 
think it’s un-American. But if you vote 
for me, I promise I don’t use the veto it 
Congress passes that legislation. Closed 
shops aren't, in my opinion, unconstitu­ 
tional. So if the people, expressing their 
will through Congress, insist on outlawing 
the state’s authority to pass right-to-work 
legislation, I won’t stand in the wav of 
that legislation’s becoming law. 
But that will not do. The voters require 
the equivalent of what in religious circles 
they call “ internal assent. 
The candidate is required not merely to 
say that he will sign that particular 
measure, but that he believes in that 
particular measure.

On e cry p tic n o te in d icates th a t’th e Wh ite Ho u se was 
wo rried ab o u t th e “ E.L.R. imp licatio n s,” o b v io u sly mean in g Ellio tt 
L. Rich ard so n , wh o was th en in th e Nix o n cab in et. 
The Justice Department’s refusal to lift 
the secrecy on this case comes at a time 
when Richardson is quietly seeking the 
vice presidential nomination on President 
Ford's ticket. The Richardson-Ellsberg 
leak clearly won’t help his chances. But 
Justice 
insists 
the 
suppression 
has 
nothing to do with politics. 
The evidence indicates that 
Rich­ 
ardson. working through an aide, used 
Ellsberg to leak a story helpful to Rich­ 
ardson. This occurred a year before the 
controversial Ellsberg was identified as 
the source of the more famous Pentagon 
Papers leak. Here are the details: 
On March 26, 1970, the Washington 
Star published a story by its political 
reporter, James Doyle, revealing dates 
and details from classified State Depart­ 
ment cables. The story told in terms 
favorable to Richardson, then Under Sec­ 
retary of State, how he was trying to free 
a 
prominent 
South 
Vietnamese 
As­ 
semblyman named Tran Ngoc Chau. 
President Nixon was reported to be 
apoplectic over the leak, and the State 
Department was ordered to search for the 
source. The leak was traced to Charles M. 
Cooke. Jr., a former Air Force major, who 
had become Richardson’s most trusted 
aide. 
No action was taken against Cooke, and 
the incident was forgotten until the 
Pentagon’s chief investigator. W. Donald 
Stewart, a dogged ex-FBI agent, began to 
poke into the files. 
He described his findings in a Dec. 1, 
1973, memo to the Senate Watergate 
Committee. “ During the course of a series 
of Jack Anderson leaks in February-May, 
1971,“ he wrote, “ in search for a suspect, 
I came across Cooke's name ... we had ... 
access to such data which appeared in 
Anderson’s column." 
Cooke was not, we should interject, the 
source of our stories. But Stewart's memo 
continued: “ In pursuit of Cooke, I re­ 
viewed his State Department security file 
and learned that he had been identified 
as the person who allowed Daniel Ellsberg 
of the Rand Corporation to view highly 
classified information concerning a Viet­ 


namese named Tran Ngoc Chau." 
This same information subsequently 
turned up in the Washington Star story. 
"The release of this data was of such 
embarrassment," wrote Stewart, "that 
then-Under Secretary of State Elliott 
Richardson ordered an immediate in­ 
vestigation." 


The State Department sleuths quickly 
nailed Richardson’s own aide, Charles 
Cooke, “ as the responsible person for 
allowing Ellsberg to review the file." 
Because no disciplinary action had been 
taken against Cooke for the security 
breach, Stewart himself went to the Jus­ 
tice Department to discuss "the Cooke 
matter." This resulted in a Justice in­ 
vestigation. 


Stewart later learned from the office of 
then-Assistant Attorney General Robert 
Mardian 
that 
Cooke 
had 
been 
in­ 
terviewed. “ He reported that Elliott 
Richardson had instructed him to provide 
the data re Tran Ngoc Chau to Ellsberg," 
reported Stewart. “ Richardson apparent­ 
ly desired a leak of this data to focus 
President Nixon’s attention on it, which 
(Richardson) had been unable to do." 
Stewart responded by recommending to 
the Justice Department that both Rich­ 
ardson and Cooke be prosecuted along 
with Ellsberg. 
We contacted Richardson who acknowl- 
edged that he knew information had been 
furnished Ellsberg about the Chau case. 
The purpose, Richardson understood, was 
to enable Ellsberg to prepare a chronology 
of the case. 
The Commerce Secretary emphatically 
denied that he had any part in the leak 
to the press. "There is nothing to that at 
all," he told us. “ That’s ridiculous.” 
Cooke admitted that he had made the 
Chau file available to Ellsberg but denied 
that the purpose was to leak the classified 
information to the press. Cookewriting a 
book to be called “ The Pentagon Un­ 
touchables," requested the Chau records 
from the Justice Department undder the 
Freedom of Information Act. The request 
waas turned down.

WASHINGTON—Not all the revelations 
in the Woodward and Bernstein version of 
Nixon’s last 100 days are unsympathetic 
to him. For example, one thing that 
struck me was an item that the former 
President was a wine buff and preferred 
a 
very expensive Chateau 
Margaux. 
When he went cruising on his yacht 
Sequoia he instructed his stewards to 
serve him the Margaux wrapped in a 
towel to obscure the label, while they 
served his guests on board a cheap vin­ 
tage Bordeaux. 
Some might think that Mr. Nixon was 
being petty, but anyone who knows the 
pleasures of a great wine like Chateau 
Margaux can appreciate why the former 
President wouldn’t want to waste it on 
the people he invited aboard the Sequoia. 
I have always felt the same way about 
my good wine. Several years ago I was 
given 
as a gift 
by Baron Philippe 
Rothschild a case of Chateau Mouton 
Rothschild 1955. The nectar at that time 
sold lor about $40 a bottle. (The rule of 
my newspaper syndicate is that I cannot 
accept any gift that I can’t eat or drink 


in 24 hours. Since I figured I could drink 
a case of wine in 24 hours if I really tried, 
1 never bothered to return it.) 
But I didn’t drink it. I stashed it away 
in the cellar, carefully placing each bottle 
on its side with the labels face up so I 
could go down at night and stare at my 
treasure. 
The trouble with owning a case of rare 
wine is that you don’t know anybody 
worthy of serving it to. 
Every time someone came to the house 
for dinner I would greet him at the door 
and mentally say to myself, “ This bum 
wouldn’t 
know 
a 
Chateau 
Mouton 
Rothschild 
from 
a 
bottle 
of 
Man- 
ischewitz." 
As the years went by my wine became 
more valuable, but harder to open. My 
biggest fear was that if I served a bottle 
of it and my guests made no comment I 
would go berserk and scream at them, 
“ Do you damn fools realize you’re drink­ 
ing an $80 bottle of wine?” ( My second 
fear was that there would be some guests 
who would recognize it for what it was, 
and become so enthused I ’d have to open 


a second bottle which would deplete my 
treasure. 
Once I was working on a television show 
with an important Hollywood producer 
and writer in my home. My wife fixed us 
a sandwich lunch. When we walked into 
the dining room I discovered to my horror 
that she had opened one of the bottles of 
Mouton Rothschild. 


Without thinking I screamed at her, 
“ How could you open a bottle of Mouton 
Rothschild for these bums?” 
The TV show went down the drain. 
I did open a bottle for my daughter’s 
18th birthday, and another when a 
French friend from Paris visited us. So 
that left me nine bottles to count every 
night before 1 went to sleep. 


Then the Vietnamese war riots started 
and all discipline broke down in the 
house. Our children had turned rebellious 
and nobody was talking to anybody. 
Strangers in blue jeans with beards and 
clenched fists kept walking in and out ol 
the house. I forgot all about my wine 
cellar. 


But one day in 1973 I went up to tl 
attic to find a suitcase. I took a flashlig 
and as I was shining it around I saw a pi 
of glass in the corner of the attic. I we 
over to it. There were nine empty bottl 
with Chateau Mouton Rothschild lab« 
lying on the floor. Apparently during o 
of my absences the flower children hi 
had a wine party in the attic. 


I let out a scream and my wife rush 
upstairs. She found me on my knc 
sobbing and pounding on the flo< 
“ What have I done? What has ha 
pened?” 


It’s been three years, but I still ha v ei 
gotten over it. Every once in a while 1 
break down and say, “ If I ha d o nly p 
a lock on the wine cellar do o r, I wo uld] 
be in the mess I am today.” 
So when I read about Mr. Nix o n try i 
to protect his Chateau Ma rg a ux fro m 
1 
heathen guests, my heart went o ut 
him. He could have shared it with the 
but as he told John Dean in o ne o f I 
taped conversations, “ It wo uld ha v e be 
wrong."

W A S H IN G T O N —Politics is suspect and poli­ 
ticians can’t understand why. They should ask 
a retired Chicago truck driver named John 
Daniel. 
Nearly two years ago, Congress passed a big 
law with a fancy title: The Employes Retire 
ment Income Security Act of 1974. otherwise 
known as the pension reform law. Congress set 
up not one but two bureaucracies to regulate 
pension funds, one in the Labor Department 
and another in the Treasury Department. 
The grand purpose was to protect the pension 
rights of 35 million Americans who belong to 
company and union pension plans. 
John Daniel is one of the 35 million. He was 
a truck driver in Chicago and a member of 
Teamsters Union Local 705 for 22 1/2 years. He 
had looked forward to retiring under the union 
pension plan but, when the day came, the union 
informed him that he wasn’t entitled to a 
pension. The fine print in the pension agree­ 
ment says Teamsters must have 20 years of 
continuous service, but Daniel through no fault 
of his own had been laid off for several months 
back in 1961, 
The new law and the two bureaucracies were 
no help, so Daniel himself sued the Teamsters, 
claiming he’d been defrauded of his pension 
rights. 
He sued under an old 1933 fraud statute that 
never before had been used against a pension 
fund. But a federal judge recently upheld 
Daniel's right to sue, asserting that “ There is 
great need for the application of the fraud 
provisions to plans such as the Local 705 
pension fund.” 
Now the politicians who passed and the 
bureaucrats who administer the 1974 law are 
"shocked.” Amazingly, they’re thinking of ap­ 
pealing the judge's decision and reversing 
Daniel’s right to sue. 
John Daniel's story is no isolated instance of 
pension fund ripoffs. 
Millions are denied pensions by the small 
print written into pension agreements by com­ 
panies and unions that think pension assets 
belong to them, not to employes. One recent 
study found that “ As few as 8 per cent of

participants in pension plans" requiring 10 to 
20 years service “ ever will receive any psnsion 
benefits." 
The law that was supposed to protect em­ 
ploy«' pension benefits itself has become a 
ripoff. 
The law contains an enormous loophole. It 
does not require companies or unions to estab­ 
lish or maintain pension plans. It merely sets 
standards for companies and unions that volun­ 
tarily establish or maintain pension plans. The 
law allows any company or union to avoid the 
standards simply by terminating its pension 
plan. 


More than 4,300 pension plans have been 
terminated since the 1974 reform law was 
passed. To discourage terminations, the l^ibor 
Department has exempted thousands of smaller 
pension plans from most of the new law’s 
reporting 
standards even 
though 
smaller 
plans are much more in need of reform than 
larger pension plans. 


Term inations have continued anyway, 
becauce Congress invited company executives 
to terminate pension plans. Before Congress 
attempted reform, executives had an incentive 
to set up pension plans for employes. The law 
said executives could not give themselves pen­ 
sions without giving pensions to their employes. 
But the so-called reform law allows executives 
to set up their own individual retirement 
accounts. 
Thus, 4,300 companies so far have terminated 
their pension plans for employes. The law that 
was supposed to protect employes’ pension 
rights is leaving tens of thousands of employes 
with no pension rights at all. 
Meanwhile, bureaucrats in the Labor and 
Treasury Departments have become hopelessly 
entangled in overlapping and duplicating lines 
of authority. Paperwork and red tape further 
obfuscate the pension benefits to which millions 
of employees think they are entitled until, like 
John Daniel, they read the fine print. 
The Employe Retirement Income Security 
Act of 1974 is another good reason why politics 
and politicians are suspect nowadays.

All 50 state attorneys gener­ 


al have endorsed the bill. So 
has the Ford Administration. 
If there was ever a white hat 
bill, this is it. It returns new 
powers to the states. It would 
help the little quy. It would 
help to punish bad corpo­ 
rations that 
add to infla­ 
tionary pressures by anti-trust 
violations. 


But the bill has been vigor­ 
ously opposed by a new and 
well-organized lobbyinq Or­ 
ganization called The Busi­ 
ness Roundtable, composed of 
158 major corporations.

The measure was approved 
by the H0U8e Judiciary Com­ 
mittee last November, and or­ 
dinarily would have then rou­ 
tinely been sent to the floor for 
debate. But the Roundtable 
ws sufficiently powerful to per­ 
suade the House Rules Com­ 
mittee to block it for three 
months, until pressure from 
antitrust 
experts and 
con­ 
sumer advocates finally forced 
the committee to buckle. It is 
expected to be voted upon 
March 8th or 10th. 
A similar bill is in the final 
mark-up stages in the Senate 
Judiciary Committeeand ex­ 
pected to be debated on the 
Senate floor on March 31.

ALBANY — The state’s 2,000 children who are 
legally free for adoption, but who are waiting 
for families to give them a permanent home, 
will be the focus of a new, expanded program 
run by the New York State Department of 
Social Services. 
The new New York State Adoption Services 
( N Y S A S ) , a special unit within the 
department’s bureau of Family Services, will 
recruit adoptive families for these children, all 
of whom have been in foster care for more than 
three months. Many of the children tend to be 
older, with special needs, and in some cases 
family groups are seeking placement together. 
NYSAS will be available to public and 
private adoption agencies, individuals and or­ 
ganizations and will rely on these working 
contacts to increase adoption opportunities. 
According to Martha S. Lewis, who will guide 
the program, “ The success of NYSAS will 


depend on the coordinated efforts of those who 
take to heart the needs of these children. We 
will work with professionals, local social ser­ 
vices staff, and those parents who have already 
welcomed these children into their families and 
who have formed organizations to assist in 
finding other families.” 
A vital part of the expanded adoption service 
is a photo listing book, “ New York State’s 
Waiting Children,” a two-volume loose leaf 
binder containing photos and brief biographies 
of children now av ailable and waiting for 
permanent homes. The binders have been 
distributed to public and private adoption 
agencies throughout the state. 
NYSAS will have offices in 2 World Trade 
Center in New York City, where most of the 
children are located and where effective re­ 
cruitment of pontential families is therefore 
critical.

They kay oed 
u s." 
“1 he reason I chose New York," said 
('sonka, “was Coach Bill Arnsparg er. I 
g ot to know him at M iami and I think he’s 
a g reat coach. 1 know we’ll work tog ether 
well." 
Csonka fou nd him self back in the lu cra­ 


tiv e free ag ent m arket with the dem ise ol 
the W FL and his team , the M em phis 
S o u th m e n . S ou th m e n ow ner .John 
Bassett, who orig inally fou nded the W FL 
team in Toronto, lu red ('sonka, wide 
receiv er Pau l W arfield and ru nning back 
.Jim Kiick away from the Dolphins in 
19 7 4. Csonka receiv ed an incredible $3 
million in the deal. 
Prior to play ing ou t his option and 
ju m ping to the WFL, the 6 -foot*3, 237 - 
pou nd Csonka was u nsu rpassed as an 
NFL fu llback, leading the Dolphins to 
fou r straig ht div ision titles, three Su per 
Bowl appearances and NFL titles in 19 7 3 
and 19 7 4. Ag ainst M innesota in the ‘74 
Su per Bowl, Csonka was v oted most 
v alu able play er when he set a cham ­ 
pionship g ame ru shing record with 33 
carries for 145 y ards.

"A bou t all I can say is th at ou r deal 
with the G iants is somewhat com parable 
to the alleg ed dem ands," said Keating .

TORRANCE, Calif. (UPI) — Citing the lack of a sponsor as 
the reason, Parnelli Jones has pulled out of Formula One 
racing. 
"We hated to do it, 
said Vel Miletich, co-owner of the 
Vel'sParnelli Jones Racing Team, “ but we just couldn’t see 
pouring good money after bad. It's a sponsors' market and we 
just couldn't get one.” 
The Tuesday announcement by Jones, the 1963 Indianapolis 
500 champion, and Miletich means that three-time U.S. Auto 
Club championship car king Mario Andretti is without a Grand 
Prix ride. 
Andretti, a winner at Indianapolis in 1969. does have a ride 
for Sunday’s non-championship Formula One race at Silver- 
stone, England, with Englishman Frank Williams' Hesketh. 
Andretti said he also is considering driving offers from the 
Shadow team and Lotus of England. 
Jones car was the only American-built entry in Grand Prix 
racing. Andretti and Brett Lunger of Wilmington, Del., are the 
only American drivers on the Formula One circuit this year. 
Lunger drives for England’s John Surtees. 
“ Mario realized the position we were in,’’ said Miletich. “ We 
carried the load ior almost two years after Firestone dropped 
out ol racing. It’s a very difficult thing splitting with Mario but 
he wants to stay in Formula One racing and we'll concentrate 
on USAC racing now. 
“ I happen to think Mario is the best driver in the world. He’s 
better than (world driving champion) Niki Lauda and Clay 
Regazzoni but they just happen to be driving Ferraris and 
Ferrari is the best there is right now.

How Will Lake 


By Philip H. Dix o n 
LAKE PLACID, N .Y. (C PI) — If this resort succeeds in 
obtaining the federal aid to stage the 1980 Winter Olympics, 
it will then face an even knottier problem — how to get tens 
of thousands of spectators into a tinv. remote community. 


Nestled high in the Adirondack Mountains, Lake Placid'» 
only connections with major highways are twisting, two-lane 
roads running for miles through valleys. Airport facilities are 
insufficient to handle anything hut the smallest commercial 
traffic 


Rather than build expensive superhighways"a> replace the 
two-lane roads, state Department of Transportation and 
Olympic planners are concentrating on developing a temporary 
mass transportation system. 
George Stahler. managing director of the Olympic transpor­ 
tation task force, said such a system would use peripheral 
parking areas several miles from the village, with fleets of buses 
moving spectators into the area. 
Ronald Mackenzie, president of the local Olympic organizing 
committee, said crowds would not be as large at Lake Placid 
as at Innsbruck in February. 
“ Innsbruck is a city of 125,000,” he said. The 1976 Oiymics 
were held “ in probably the most active winter sports area in 
the world, in a city that could fill the stadium itself." 
"At least 50 per cent ol the crowd you saw (at Innsbruck) 
were local people," Mackenzie said. "W e expect crowds ol 
30,000 to 40,000 will be here every day," plus the 1,600 
contestants and coaches and residents, 
Mackenzie estimated that the more than 100 motels in the 
area could provide housing for more than half of the daily crowd 
with a phased-out state drug rehabilitation center serving as 
an Olympic village for the athletes. 
Stahler said the buses would not he purchased, but leased 
or perhaps borrowed from school districts or bus companies. He 
said the number needed "could range as high as between ‘MX) 
and 400." 
The peripheral parking lots could also be used as control 
points to limit access to the area, if crowds surged above the 
number the resort could handle. 
“ We project 50,000 as pretty much the top" number ol 
contestants, spectators and residents the area could handle. 
Stahler said. "W e feel we could handle that with a bus system." 
Stahler said the parking lots could "tie in with a ticket 
system" in which all those without tickets or authorization 
would he turned back. "W e hope that won't happen, hut it's 
a real possibility." 
Another problem to be met is the mountain of paperwork 
needed for construction of the new facilities Although all ol 
the improvements are located on or adjacent to existing 
facilities, evironmental impact statements must be filed non­ 
etheless. 


Victor Glider, the state Department of Environmental Con­ 
servation official coordinating improvements to state facilities 
at I^ake Placid, cited as an example a $950,000 project to 
replace a 20-year-old double chairlift — the only chairlift on 
state-operated Whiteface Moutain — with a tandem "quad 
lift."

There are several good 
reasons for doing away with 
IQ tests 


First, they are unreliable A 
child who scores poorly when 
the test is given in. say. the 
fifth grade, might test very 
well two or three years later. 


The reason for this is that a 
child's emotional state has a 
lot to do with how well he or 
she scores If the child in the 
fifth grade is having some 
problems at home, problems 
which are successfully resolv­ 
ed a couple of years later, the 
test scores could go a lot 
higher Jumps of 10. 15. even 
20 points are not that unusual 


But the damage from the 
low scores will have already 
been done 
The fifth grade 
teacher, convinced that the 
child is incapable of com­ 
p reh en din g 
ad van ced 
material, begins to teach 
"down" to the child The child 
begins to do less well, because 
the teacher expects him to do 
less well 
The self-fulfilling 
propho< v is accomplished 


And of course, the sixth 
grade teacher, looking at 
those test scores, as well as 
the fifth grade teacher's 
remarks, continues to teach 
the child in the same manner 
After all. what incentive does 
she have to work hard with a 
dull 
child’ 
When the child enters high 


school and becomes disrup­ 
tive. the teachers chalk it up 
to his low IQ rather than to the 
fact that the child is disrup­ 
tive because he is bored stiff. 
When 
world-renowned psy­ 
chiatrist 
Fritz 
Redl 
is 
presented with a case of a 
misbehaving child, he always 
looks first to how the child is 
treated in school, how that 
child is viewed by the 
teachers 
Who then, likes IQ tests’’ 
The publishers of IQ tests 
lik e them because the 
publishers make money from 
them 
Lazy teachers like them 
because it makes the job of 
■■judging which student is 
bright and which is dull a lot 
easier Without those tests the 
teachers would have to put in 
a great deal more time and ef­ 
fort differentiating between 
those two categories of 
students 
Some psychologists like 
them because it gives them an 
easy standard by which they 
can classify a student, easier 
than having to spend hours 
and hours analyzing a child's 
behavior patterns. 
The IQ test is nothing more 
than a crutch for weak 
teachers — and a crippler for 
those burdened by the results 
of those tests. 
Parents are realizing this 
It's about time the teachers, 
psychologists and publishers 
realize the same thing

sell it whole, the 573-acre es­ 
tate will be auctioned in 26 lots 
on June 24. 
The estate includes the site 
of the Hattie of Hastings, his­ 
toric Pow d erm ill House, 
farms, cottages, a 119-year-old 
building now leased to a girl's 
school, and the ruins of the 
original abbey. 
it is a part of Britain's early 
history that one family has 
found too expensive to main­ 
tain. 
The Websters have owned 
the estate, on and off, since 
1719. 
But its history goes back to 
the promise of William the 
C o n q u e ro r to 
b u ild 
a 
monastery on the battlefield if 
he successfully invaded Eng­ 
land 
William insisted that the 
high altar of the abbey should 
be on the exact spot where 
Saxon King H arold was 
hacked to death by Norman 
knights when his forces were 
routed on Senlac Field. 
The battlefield and remains 
of Battle Abbey have been 
open to visitors for years, and 
last year 100,000 persons paid 
60 cents each to see them. 
* 
The abbey was steeped in 
England's early history from 
the time Gausbertus, the first 
abbot, was appointed in 1076, 
until the last 
abbot, John 
Hammond, 
surrendered 
the 
monastery to King Henrv V III 
on May 27, 1538. 
King Henry III stayed at the 
abbey before the battle of 
Lewes in 1264, and returned 
there as prisoner of Simon de 
Montfort after the battle. 
After the reformation when 
the monastery was dissolved. 
Henry V III granted the house 
and site of Battle Abbey to his 
master of horse, Sir Anthony 
Browne, in 1539. The church 
was demolished. 
The estate was sold by his 
heirs to Sir Thomas Webster 
in 1719, and it remained in 
possession 
of 
the 
Webster 
family until 1858, when it was 
sold to the Duke of Cleveland. 
S ir A ugustus W ebster 
bought it back in 1901 and it 
has been held by the family 
ever since.

On the GOP side, Reagan Wednesday hit five 


cities in Texas where he is thought to be a slight 
favorite — a position he has not occupied for 
some time. 


And the President, who campaigns in Texas 


Friday and Saturday, termed his Wisconsin 
victory a public rejection of Reagan's criticism 
of U.S. foreign policy. 


Carter, after edging out Udall for first place 


in Wisconsin but finishing fourth in New York, 
described Pennsylvania as the first state where 
he and Jackson "can test each other on a man- 
to-man basis."

reception at the AFL-CIO convention in Pit- 
tsburgh. Union members shouted, "We want 
Humphrey" and "No peanuts in Pennsylva- 
nia." 


Carter tried at a news conference to defuse 


labor claims that he is soft on right-to-work 
laws, and appeared to back away slightly from 
his statement in Indiana the day before that he 
sees nothing wrong in maintaining the "ethnic 
purity" of neighborhoods. 


He explained Wednesday that 
everyone 


should have a right to live where he wanted, but 
the federal government should not initiate 
changes in order to integrate a neighborhood or 
a suburb. 


But Udall, who finished second in both states

Howard Hughes Will 
Still Another Mystery 


Disposition of Howard 


Hughes' empire was as much a 
mystery today as the eccentric 
life-style of the late billionaire 
recluse himself. 


Three days after his death, 


no will had emerged. No one 
having anything to do with 
Hughes corporate fortune — 
estimated at between SI .5 
billion and $2 billion — would 
confirm that a bequest even 
existed. 


Without a will, the federal 


government could tax up to 77 
per cent of Hughes' holdings, 
an Internal Revenue Service 
spokesman said Wednesday. 


But the spokesman said that 


if the bulk of the estate was 
willed to the Miami-based 
Howard Hughes Medical In- 
stitute, the government could 
be out well over a billion 
dollars in taxes. 


Because of the "obvious tax 


implication." Treasury Secre- 
tary William Simon ordered 
Hughes' body to be finger- 
printed. The FBI confirmed it 
positively had identified the 
fingerprints as those of 
Hughes'. 


The absence of a will — 


Hughes was divorced twice 
and had no children by either 


marriage — could trigger an 
estate light with a lengthy 
court battle. 


In Los Angeles, a spokesman 


for Summa Corp. said disposi- 
tion of the Hughes holdings 
had not been made. Hughes 
was sole stockholder of Sum- 
ma, parent firm for his empire. 


The aviator-industrialist, 


who died Monday of kidney 
failure at 70, was believed to 
have wanted to leave much of 
his estate to the medical in- 
stitute. 


"It is not an impossible as- 


sumption that these profits 
(holdings) will go" to the in- 
stitute, a Summa spokesman 
said. "But speculation that 
substantial portions will go to 
the Mormon Church. I think, 
is grossly exaggerated." 


During his final years, the 


ailing man befriended some 
members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints. 


A spokesman for the church, 


headquartered in Salt Lake 
City, said the church knew 
nothing of a will. 


"We're not aware that the 


Hughes organization has made 
any contact in regards to that 
matter." the spokesman said. 


Kenneth Wright, director of 


the Howard Hughes Institute, 
said, "We have nothing to 
say" about any bequest from 
Hughes. 


Hughes was buried Wednes- 


day in a private ceremony in 
his native Houston. The 
Episcopal

eight minutes and was at- 
tended by 16 mourners. 


"We brought nothing into 


this world," eulogized the Very 
Rev. Robert Gibson, dean of 
Christ Church Cathedral. "It 
is certain we can take nothing 
out."

casinohotels, land and a tele- 
vision station, highrollers 
dropped the dice and slot ma- 
chines were silenced for a mo- 
ment at the Hughes-owned 
casinos in his honor.

I like Governor Carter for much the 


same reasons others like him, and accord- 
ingly I pledge not to observe him at the 
stump. I find it almost impossible to 
enhance one's appreciation of a man 
engaged in asking people to vote for him. 
Take Carter. 


He was appearing before a trade union 


in Milwaukee, and the mood was surly. 
Why? Because, as governor, Jimmy 
Carter had defended right-to-work laws. 
Now understand exactly what this meant. 
It meant that the Governor of Georgia 
took the position that the people of 
Georgia should reserve to themselves the 
right to decide whether a union shop 
should be compulsory. The idea that 
Washington should decide this in behalf 
of the people of Georgia is an affront not 
only on the 10th Amendment, but on the 
whole federal system. However lo have 
backed, however formalistically, 14B is 
on the order of having defaced an icon. It 
is a sin of the spirit. So, smiling at his 
interrogator, now we hear Jimmy Carter 
saying: 


"That was when I was governor of 


Georgia. Now I think that the repeal of 
14B means a great deal to a great many 
people. And if Congress sends me up a bill 
repealing 14B, I'll sign it. There were 
cheers. A little half-hearted, because he 
was a man who once had disbelieved. 
Now, having confessed his sin, he was 
redmitted into the society, but he is still 
regarded with some suspicion. What 
those voters — and other voters engaged 
in humiliating other politicians — never 
quite think through is what they are doing 
to the man they propose to send to the 
presidency. 


You see, to believe that the federal 


government should specify a union shop 
throughout the United States requires the 
subordination of libertarian and federal- 
ist impulses to the interests of a single 
social unit — the trade union. Nobody 
who is prepared to subordinate all other 
interests to any one interest should be 
elected president. Not even the interest of 
peace. Let alone the interest of labor 
unions, or business corporations. 


A failure to see this is a failure to 


understand what it is that makes for a 
good president. But it is precisely this 
desire to force the candidate to humiliate 
himself that the sectarian voter is insist- 
ing on. Consider what the reception 
would have been if Carter had said: "1 
don't believe that Washington should 
require states to require union shops — I 
think it's un-American. But if you vote 
for me, I promise I don't use the veto il 
Congress passes that legislation. Closed 
shops aren't, in my opinion, unconsititu- 
tional. So if the people, expressing their 
will through Congress, insist on outlawing 
the state's authority to pass right-to-work 
legislation, I won't stand in the way of 
that legislation's becoming law. 


But that will not do. The voters require 


the equivalent of what in religious circles 
they call "internal assent. 


The candidate is required not merely to 


say that he will sign that particular 
measure, but that he believes in that 
particular measure. 


The same conservative senators who 


savage Henry Kissinger over detente, 
appear back home before their agricultur- 
al constituencies — and deplore any 
restrictions on the sale of wheat to Russia 
The only thing they are not permitted to 
say is: "I disapprove of selling wheat to 
Russia, but I cannot risk alienating the 
votes of the farmers in my home state." 


In New York City there isn't nearly as 


much freedom to criticize any Israeli 
policy as. there is in the Knesset. Certain- 
ly not for a politician hoping to achieve 
office. 


A senator from an oil state, even if he 


passionately believes in wage and price 
controls, must make the exception in 
resoect of gas. Moreover, he must write 
speech explaining the difference. Perhaps 
he uses the ghostwriter Senators Kennedy 
and McGovern used when they managed 
to distinguish between cutting down on 
military expenditure elsewhere than in 
South Dakota and Massachusetts.

This same information subsequently 
the secrecy on this case comes at a time 
when Richardson is quietly seeking the 
vice presidential nomination on President 
Ford's ticket. The Richardson-Ellsberg 
leak clearly won't help his chances. But 
Justice insists the suppression has 
nothing to do with politics. 


The evidence indicates that Rich- 


ardson, working through an aide, used 
Ellsberg to leak a story helpful to Rich- 
ardson. This occurred a year before the 
controversial Ellsberg was identified as 
the source of the more famous Pentagon 
Papers leak. Here are the details: 


On March 26, 1970, the Washington 


Star published a story by its political 
reporter, James Doyle, revealing dates 
and details from classified State Depart- 
ment cables. The story told in terms 
favorable to Richardson, then Under Sec- 
retary of State, how he was trying to free 
a prominent South Vietnamese As- 
semblyman named Tran Ngoc Chau. 


President Nixon was reported to be 


apoplectic over the leak, and the State 
Department was ordered to search for the 
source. The leak was traced to Charles M. 
Cooke. Jr., a former Air Force major, who 
had become Richardson's most trusted 
aide. 


No action was taken against Cooke, and 


the incident was forgotten until the 
Pentagon's chief investigator. \V. Donald 
Stewart, a dogged ex-FBI agent, began to 
poke into the files. 


He described his findings in a Dec. 1, 


1973, memo to the Senate Watergate 
Committee. "During the course of a series 
of Jack Anderson leaks in February-May, 
1971," he wrote, "in search for a suspect, 
I came across Cooke's name ... we had ... 
access to such data which appeared in 
Anderson's column." 


Cooke was not, we should interject, the 


source of our stories. But Stewart's memo 
continued: "In pursuit of Cooke, I re- 
viewed his State Department security file 
and learned that he had been identified 
as the person who allowed Daniel Ellsberg 
of the Rand Corporation to view highly 
classified information concerning a Viet- 


turned up in the Washington Star story. 
"The release of this data was of such 
embarrassment," wrote Stewart, "that 
then-Under Secretary of State Elliott 
Richardson ordered an immediate in- 
vestigation." 


The State Department sleuths quickly 


nailed Richardson's own aide, Charles 
Cooke, "as the responsible person for 
allowing Ellsberg to review the file." 
Because no disciplinary action had been 
taken against Cooke for the security 
breach, Stewart himself went to the Jus- 
tice Department to discuss "the Cooke 
matter." This resulted in a Justice in- 
vestigation. 


Stewart later learned from the office of 


then-Assistant Attorney General Robert 
Mardian that Cooke had been in- 
terviewed. "He reported that Elliott 
Richardson had instructed him to provide 
the data re Tran Ngoc Chau to Ellsberg," 
reported Stewart. "Richardson apparent- 
ly desired a leak of this data to focus 
President Nixon's attention on it, which 
(Richardson) had been unable to do." 


Stewart responded by recommending to 


the Justice Department that both Rich- 
ardson and Cooke be prosecuted along 
with Ellsberg. 


We contacted Richardson who acknowl- 


edged that he knew information had been 
furnished Ellsberg about the Chau case. 
The purpose, Richardson understood, was 
to enable Ellsberg to prepare a chronology 
of the case. 


The Commerce Secretary emphatically 


denied that he had any part in the leak 
to the press. "There is nothing to that at 
all," he told us. "That's ridiculous." 


Cooke admitted that he had made the 


Chau file available to Ellsberg but denied 
that the purpose was to leak the classified 
information to the press. Cookewriting a 
book to be called "The Pentagon Un- 
touchables," requested the Chau records 
Irom the Justice Department undder the 
Freedom of Information Act. The request 
waas turned down.

Some might think that Mr. Nixon was 


being petty, but anyone who knows the 
pleasures of a great wine like Chateau 
Margaux can appreciate why the former 
President wouldn't want to waste it on 
the people he invited aboard the Sequoia. 


I have always felt the same way about 


my good wine. Several years ago I was 
given as a gift by Baron Philippe 
Rothschild a case of Chateau Mouton 
Rothschild 1955. The nectar at that time 
sold for about $40 a bottle. (The rule of 
my newspaper syndicate is that I cannot 
accept any gift that I can't eat or drink 


in 24 hours. Since I figured I could drink 
a case of wine in 24 hours if I really tried, 
I never bothered to return it.) 


But I didn't drink it. I stashed it away 


in the cellar, carefully placing each bottle 
on its side with the labels face up so I 
could go down at night and stare at my 
treasure. 


The trouble with owning a case of rare 


wine is that you don't know anybody 
worthy of serving it to. 


Every time someone came to the house 


for dinner I would greet him at the door 
and mentally say to myself, "This bum 
wouldn't 
know a Chateau Mouton 


Rothschild from 
a bottle of Man- 


ischewitz." 


As the years went by my wine became 


more valuable, but harder to open. My 
biggest fear was that if I served a bottle 
of it and my guests made no comment I 
would go berserk and scream at them, 
"Do you damn fools realize you're drink- 
ing an $80 bottle of wine?" ( My second 
fear was that there would be some guests 
who would recognize it for what it was, 
and become so enthused I'd have to open 


a second bottle which would deplete my 
treasure. 


Once I was working on a television show 


with an important Hollywood producer 
and writer in my home. My wife fixed us 
a sandwich lunch. When we walked into 
the dining room I discovered to my horror 
that she had opened one of the bottles of 
Mouton Rothschild. 


Without thinking I screamed at her, 


"How could you open a bottle of Mouton 
Rothschild for these bums?" 


The TV show went down the drain. 
I did open a bottle for my daughter's 


18th birthday, and another when a 
French friend from Paris visited us. So 
that left me nine bottles to count every 
night before I went to sleep. 


Then the Vietnamese war riota started 


and all discipline broke down in the 
house. Our children had turned rebellious 
and nobody was talking to anybody. 
Strangers in blue jeans with beards and 
clenched fists kept walking in and out ol 
the house. I forgot all about my wine 
cellar. 


But one day in 1973 1 went up to the 


attic to find a suitcase. 1 took a flashlight 
and as I was shining it around I saw a pile 
of glass in the corner of the attic, I went 
over to it. There were nine empty bottles 
with Chateau Mouton Rothschild labels 
lying on the floor. Apparently during one 
of my absences the flower children had 
had a wine party in the attic. 
' : 


I let out a scream and my wife rushed 


upstairs. She found me on my knees 
sobbing and pounding on the floor, 
"What have I done? What has hap- 
pened?" 


It's been three years, but I still haven't 


gotten over it. Every once in a while I'll 
break down and say, "If I had only p_ut 
a lock on the wine cellar door, I wouldn't 
be in the mess I am today." 


So when I read about Mr. Nixon trying 


to protect his Chateau Margaux from hi* 
heathen guests, my heart went out to 
him. He could have shared it with them, 
but as he told John Dean in one of hit 
taped conversations, "It would have been 
wrong."

Pension Reform... Ripoff 


WASHINGTON-Pohtics is suspect and poh 
ticians can't understand why They should ask 
a retired Chicago truck driver named John 
Daniel 


Nearly two years ago, Congress passed a big 


law with a fancy title The Employes Retire- 
ment Income Security Act of 1974, otherwise 
known as the pension reform law Congress set 
up not one but two bureaucracies to regulate 
pension funds, one in the Labor Department 
and another in the Treasury Department 


The grand purpose was to protect the pension 


rights of 35 million Americans who belong to 
company and union pension plans 


John Daniel is one of the 35 million He was 


a truck driver in Chicago and a member of 
Teamsters Union Local 705 for 22 1/2 vears He 
had looked forward to retiring under the union 
pension plan but, when the day tame, the union 
informed him that he wasn't entitled to a 
pension The fine print in the pension agree 
ment says Teamsters must have 20 vears of 
continuous service, but Daniel through no fault 
of his own had been laid off for several months 
back m 1961 


The new law and the two bureaucracies were 


no help, so Daniel himself sued the Teamsters 
claiming he'd been defrauded of his pension 
rights 


He sued under an old 1933 fraud statute that 


never before had been used against a pension 
fund 
But a federal judge recently upheld 


Daniel's right to sue, asserting that "There is 
great need for the application of the fraud 
provisions to plans such as the Local 705 
pension fund 


Now the politicians who passed and the 


bureaucrats who administer the 1974 law are 
"shocked ' Amazingly they're thinking of ap- 
pealing the judges decision and reversing 
Daniel's right to sue 


John Daniel s story is no isolated instance of 


pension fund npoffs 


Millions are denied pensions bv the small 


print written into pension agreements bv com- 
panies and unions that think pension assets 
belong to them, not to employes One recent

The law contains an enormous loophole It 


does not require companies or unions to estab 
hsh or maintain pension plans It merplv sets 
standards for companies and unions that volun 
tanly establish or maintain pension plans 1 he 
law allows any company or union to avoid the 
standards simply by terminating its pension 
plan 


More than 4,300 pension plans have been 


terminated since the 1974 reform law was 
passed To discourage terminations, the Labor 
Department has exempted thousands of smaller 
pension plans from most of the new law s 
reporting 
standards—even 
though 
smaller 


plans are much more in need of reform than 
larger pension plans 


Terminations have continued anvwav 


becauce Congress invited company executives 
to terminate pension plans Before Congress 
attempted reform, executives had an incentive 
to set up pension plans for employes 1 he law 
said executives could not give themselves pen 
sions without giving pensions to their emploves 
But the so called reform law allows executives 
to set up their own individual retirement 
accounts 


Thus, 4,300 companies so far have terminated 


their pension plans for emploves Ihe law that 
was supposed to protect emploves' pension 
rights is leaving tens of thousands of emploves 
with no pension rights at all 


Meanwhile bureaucrats in the Labor and 


Treasurj Departments have become hopelesslv 
entangled in overlapping and duplicating lines 
of authoritv Paperwork and red tape further 
obfuscate the pension benefits to which millions 
of emplojees think they are entitled until like

NAPANOCH — In a recently 
issued press release, the 
Eastern Correctional Facility 
Branch of the NAACP claims 
that there has been undue 
harassment and physical 
abuse of its members by 
guards at the facility. 


The release states that the 


Branch 
believes "the (Ku 


Klux) Klan is responsible." 


Noting that a class action 


suit filed last year in federal 
court by branch officers 
against a Pine Bush chapter of 
the Ku Klux Klan and prison 
officials is scheduled to go to 
trial this spring, the NAACP 
officers claim there has been 
continued harassment stem- 
ming from the legal action. 


The branch alleges in the 


press release that earlier this 
year a member of their ex- 
ecutive committee called to 
testify concerning the Ku Klux 
Klan at department hearings 
in Albany was threatened with 
physical harm, was subjected 
to unnecessary searches and 
was the object of sexual and 
racially derogatory remarks 
from guards. 


Another 
executive 
board 


member was "handcuffed and 
physically brutalized in his 
cell by six prison guards," the 
press release states. 


According to the Eastern 


Branch of the NAACP, last 
month a prison officer was 
seen "parading around in full 
Klan attire in the lobby of a 
prison block" and he per- 
formed a mock cross-burning 
ceremony by igniting a piece of 
paper with a cross drawn on it. 


"This type of racist, Klan 


horseplay is geared to in- 
timidate the men (inmates) 
and humiliate our attempts to 
neutralize racism and mass 
prisoner reaction," the press 
release quotes an unnamed-ex- 
ecutive board member of the 
branch as saying. 


The branch says it is deman- 


ding a full investigation of the 
acts. 


Branch president Frank 


Abney is quoted in the press 
release as saying, "If we can't 
protect the legal rights of our 
members, then our initiation 
of educational and -self-help 


programs 
are 
meaningless. 


How can we ask someone to 
participate rehabilitative pro- 


grams, if in doing so he must 
be subject to constant racism 
and aggression?"

ALBANY — The state's 2.000 children who are 
legally free for adoption, but who are waiting 
for families to give them a permanent home, 
will be the focus of a new, expanded program 
run by the New York State Department of 
Social Services. 


The new New York State Adoption Services 


(NYSAS), a special u n i t 
w i t h i n 
the 


department's bureau of Family Services, will 
recruit adoptive families for these children, all 
of whom have been in foster care for more than 
three months. Many of the children tend to be 
older, with special needs, and in some cases 
family groups are seeking placement together. 


NYSAS will be available to public and 


private adoption agencies, individuals and or- 
ganizations and will rely on these working 
contacts to increase adoption opportunities. 
According to Martha S. Lewis, who will guide 
the program, "The success of NYSAS will 


depend on the coordinated efforts of those who 
take to heart the needs of these children. We 
will work with professionals, local social ser- 
vices staff, and those parents who have already 
welcomed these children into their families and 
who have formed organizations to assist in 
finding other families." 


A vital part of the expanded adoption service 


is a photo listing book, "New York State's 
Waiting Children," a two-volume loose leaf 
binder containing photos and brief biographies 
of children now av ailable and waiting for 
permanent homes. The binders have been 
distributed to public and private adoption 
agencies throughout the state. 


NYSAS will have offices in 2 World Trade 


Center in New York City, where most of the 
children are located and where effective re- 
cruitment of pontential families is therefore 
critical.

said Tucker "I have to feel 
comfortable with my decision 
I have to moke sure justice is 
done " 


Sabich, 31, was shot once in 


the stomach with a .22 caliber 
pistol at his $250,000 home 


where he and Miss Longet had 
lived the past two years. 


Earlier this week there were 


reports attributed to an un- 
identiiied friend of Sabich 
that the former skier had or- 
dered Miss Longet to move out 
oi the house shortly before the 
shooting 


"Claudme was supposed to 


be moving out April 1; it was 
sort of a deadline," said the 
friend. "1 just don't think he 
was as interested in the rela-

Arnsparger Clinched Csonka's Deal With Giants 


NEW YORK (DPI) - For the second 
time in three years, Larry Csonka has 
traveled the free agent route to a million 
dollar contract—this time with the New 
York Giants. 


Csonka, the bulldozing fullback who 


helped carry the Miami Dolphins to two 
straight 
Super 
Bowl 
championships 


before defecting to the World Football 
League, chose the Giants over a half- 
dozen other National Football League 
clubs Wednesday and, in the space of an 
hour and a half, signed a multi-year 
contract worth over a million dollars. 


"We were blitzed, that's all," said 


Csonka's agent Ed Keating at a hastily 
called news conference. "Usually this 
kind of negotiating takes several sessions, 
but the Giants came right out with their 
best shot and we bought it. They kayoed 
us." 


"The reason I chose New York," said 


Csonka, "was Coach Bill Arnsparger. I 
got to know him at Miami and I think he's 
a great coach. I know we'll work together 
well." 


Csonka found himself back in the lucra- 


tive free agent market with the demise of 
the WFL and his team, the Memphis 
Southmen. Southmen owner John 
Bassett, who originally lounded the WFL 
team in Toronto, lured Csonka, wide 
receiver Paul Warfield and running back 
Jim Kiick away from the Dolphins in 
1974. Csonka received an incredible $3 
million in the deal. 


Prior to playing out his option and 


jumping to the WFL, the 6-foot-3, 237- 
pound Csonka was unsurpassed as an 
NFL fullback, leading the Dolphins to 
four straight division titles, three Super 
Bowl appearances and NFL titles in 1973 
and 1974. Against Minnesota in the '74 
Super Bowl, Csonka was voted most 
valuable player when he set a cham- 
pionship game rushing record with 33 
carries for 145 yards. 


The Giants are hopeful of getting simi- 


lar production from Csonka. 


"Before signing Larry, we were thinking 


in term?; of the running back area in the 
draft," said Arnsparger. "Now we can 
concentrate on other things." 


Keating said the Giants were among six \ 


NFL teams to make serious offers for 
Csonka's services but refused to go into 
the specifics of the contract. 


"Contrary to (Miami Dolphins' owner) 


Joe Robbie's belief," said Keating, "we 
feel the context of those things should be 
kept confidential." 


Robbie abruptly pulled out of the bid- 


ding for his former star runner Tuesday, 
claiming that Csonka had demanded 
$250,000 per year, a 350,000 bonus, an 
annual bonus of $15,000, a luxury auto- 
mobile and a 20-year loan of $125,000 
with minimum interest rates. 


"About all 1 can say is that our deal 


with the Giants is somewhat comparable 
to the alleged demands," said Keating. 


Added Csonka: "The final agreement 


was within the current salary structure of 
the NFL." 


In Csonka, the Giants have their first 


power runner since Alex Webster was 
their fullback in the 1950s and early '60s. 
After Webster retired they went with a 
series of swift, smaller fullbacks in the 
mold of Ron Johnson, who gained 1,000 


yards twice between 1970-'72 before being 
slowed by injuries. Last season, 
the 


Giants ranked llth among the 13 NFC 
teams in rushing with Joe Dawkins, their 
incumbent fullback, leading the team 
with 438 yards.

(UP1) - Citing the lack of a sponsor as 
the reason, Parnelli Jones has pulled out of Formula One 
racing. 
_"We hated to do it," said Vel Miletich, co-owner of the 
Vel'sParnelli Jones Racing Team, "but we just couldn't see 
pouring good money after had. It's a sponsors' market and we 
just couldn't get one." 


The Tuesday announcement by Jones, the 1963 Indianapolis 


500 champion, and Miletich means that three-time L'.S. Auto 
Club championship car king Mario Andretti is without a Grand 
Prix ride. 


Andretti, a winner at Indianapolis in 1969. does have a ride 


lor Sunday's non-championship Formula One race at Silver- 
stone, England, with Englishman Frank Williams' Hesketh. 


Andretti said he also is considering driving offers from the 


Shadow team and Lotus of England. 


Jones' car was the only American-built entry in Grand Prix 


racing. Andretti and Brett Lunger of Wilmington, Del., are the 
only American drivers on the Formula One circuit this year. 
Lunger drives for England's John Surtees. 


"Mario realized the position we were in," said Miletich. "We 


carried the load for almost two years after Firestone dropped 
out of racing. It's a very difficult thing splitting with Mario but 
he wants to stay in Formula One racing and we'll concentrate 
on USAC racing now. 


"I happen to think Mario is the best driver in the world. He's 


better than (world driving champion) N'iki Lauda and Clay 
Regazzoni but they just happen to be drning Ferraris and 
Ferrari is the best there is right now.

LAKE PLACID, N.Y. (DPI) — It this resort succeeds in 
obtaining the federal aid to stage the 1980 Winter Ohmpics, 
it will then face an even knottier problem — how to get tens 
of thousands of spectators into a tiny, remote community 


Nestled high in the Adirondack Mountains, Lake Placid's 


onl> connections with major highways are twisting, two lane 
roads running for miles through valle\s Airport facilities are 
insufficient to handle anything but the smallest commercial 
traffic 


Rather than build expensive superhighways'to replace the 


two-lane roads, state Department of Transportation 
and 


Olympic planners are concentrating on developing a temporarj 
mass transportation system 


George Stabler, managing director of the Olympic transpor 


tation task force, said such a system would use peripheral 
parking areas several miles from the village, with fleets of buses 
moving spectators into the area 


Ronald MacKenzie, president of the local Olympic organizing 


committee, said crowds would not be as large at Lake Placid 
as at Innsbruck m February 


"Innsbruck is a city of 125.000," he said The 1976 Olvmics 


were held "in probably the most active winter sports area m 
the world, in a city that could fill the stadium itseli " 


"At least 50 per tent of the crowd vou saw (at Innsbruck) 


were local people, 
MacKenzie said "\\e expect crowds of 


30,000 to 40,000 will be here every day," plus the 1,600 
contestants and coaches and residents 


MacKenzie estimated that the more than 100 motels in the 


area couid provide housing for more than half of the daily crowd 
with a phased-out state drug rehabilitation center serving as 
an Olympic village for the athletes 


Stabler said the buses would not be purchased, but leased 


or perhaps borrowed from school districts or bus companies He 
said the number needed 'could range as high as between 300 
and 400 " 


The peripheral parking lots could also be used as control 


points to limit access to the area, if crowds surged above the 
number the resort could handle 


"We project 50,000 as prettv much the top 
number of 


contestants, spectators and residents the area could handle 
Stabler said "We fee! we could handle that with a bus system 


Stabler said the parking lots could "tie in with a ticket 


system' in which all tho'.e without tickets or authorization

WOODSTOCK - Last Fri- 
day at 3 p.m. my friend, Dr. 
Paul LePaige, died. 


Actually, he wa» more than 


a friend and family doctor, he 
wag another father, f con- 
fesuor, a partner in my in- 
trigues and some one to not 
only talk to, but to listen to. 


Paul's life was interesting 


to say the least — most peo- 
ple felt I was stretching the 
truth when I told them of his 
14 sabre and 7 pistol duels — 
but you had to meet him only 
once to be a believer. 


He wag born and educated 


in Europe and before immi- 
grating to this country in the 
early 1920s he had delivered 
4,800 babies. He was a Ger- 
man Naval Officer in World 
War I and, oddly enough, left 
his unit in Hamburg to ride in 
the first cavalry charge into 
Belgium with his brother 10 
days before the official decla- 
ration of the war. 


He had an uncanny knack 


for spotting a phony. Maybe 
that's why as many people 
disliked him as liked him — 
he was frank when he made 
this appraisal. 


I don't know a lot about 


medicine, but he cured all our 
ills for better than 15 years. 
Things were kind of rough for 
us for awhile and he knew it. 
He would always act insulate 
d when I offered to pay him 
for a visit even when things 
were not so great with him. 
Somehow it always worked 
out — I'd fix his leaky barn 
roof or dripping faucet, and 
he'd give the kids their shots 
or put me under the

diathermy machine after I'd 
done something stupid. 


When Millie-Ann and I 


were married Paul and Gail 
stood up for us. We named 
our first child after Mrs. 
LePaige, Gabrielle. 


For years he was one of the 


few doctors in the area that 
would make a house call, day 
or night, into the hollows and 
cloves off Rte. 28-A and up 
through Phoenicia. He had a 
compassion 
of 
all 
living 


things and I saw him sit for 
hours at his dining room table 
with his "cold coffee'' and a 
monocular, watching a pair of 
cardinals and marveling at 
their color. 


Friday morning, Gail called 


us to tell us how bad the 
situation was. The"doctor had 
been in and out of a coma for 


the past three dayi and 
wasn't expected to live 
through the day, Millie-Ann 
and I rushed off to the hospi- 
tal with great guilt because 
we hadn't wen him in the 
past several weeks. We had 
the best intentions many 
times, only to be held up for 
one reason or another, and 
just never seemed to get to 
the hospital. 


When we arrived Friday 


morning, he made it all right 
when he looked at me, and I 
could have sworn he winked. 
He couldn't talk, but he held 
out his hand to Millie-Ann. 
He knew — I know he knew 
— and it was all right with 
him. He went out a happy 
man — his son, Albrecht, was 
with him and 
his wife, 


Gabriells — both of them still 
very much in love. He led a 
long, a fulfilled, life, and 1 
don't believe he had a regret. 


It was his wish that there be 


no funeral. He wouldn't go to 
one when he was alive and I 
guess he figured he shouldn't 
bother to have one himself. 
His request was for cremation 
and that his ashes be scat- 
tered over deep water in the 
Atlantic. He loved the sea 
and I'll see to it his request ia 
carried out — it's the least I 
can do.

the test is given in sav the 
fifth grade might test very

LONDON (UPI) - The Bat- 
tle Abbey Estate, a piece of 
England on which William 
Duke of Normandy built a 
monastery to celebrate his 
conquest of 1066, is up for sale. 


Unless the trustees of the 


Webster family find a way to 
sell it whole, the 573-acre es- 
tate will be auctioned in 26 lots 
on June 24. 


The estate includes the site 


of the Battle of Hastings, his- 
toric Powdermill House, 
farms, cottages, a 119-year-old 
building now leased to a girl's 
school, and the ruins of the 
original abbey. 


It is a part of Britain's early 


history that one family has 
found too expensive to main- 
tain. 


The Websters have owned 


the estate, on and off, since 
1719. 


But its history goes back to 


the promise of William the 
C o n q u e r o r to b u i l d a 
monastery on the battlefield if 
he successfully invaded Eng- 
land. 


William insisted that the 


high altar of the abbey should 
be on the exact spot where 
Saxon King Harold was 
hacked to death by Norman 
knights when his forces were 
routed on Senlac Field. 


The battlefield and remains 


of Battle Abbey have been 
open to visitors for years, and 
last year 100,000 persons paid 
60 cents each to see them. 


The abbey was steeped in 


England's early history from 
the time Gausbertus, the first 
abbot, was appointed in 1076, 
until the last abbot, John 
Hammond, surrendered the 
monastery to King Henry VIII 
on May 27, 1538. 


King Henry III stayed at the 


abbey before the battle of 
Lewes in 1264, and returned 
there as prisoner of Simon de 
Montfort after the battle. 


After the reformation when 


the monastery was dissolved, 
Henry VIII granted the house 
and site of Battle Abbey to his 
master of horse, Sir Anthony 
Browne, in 1539. The church 
was demolished. 


The estate was sold by his 


heirs to Sir Thomas Webster 
in 1719, and it remained in 
possession of the Webster 
family until 1858, when it was 
sold to the Duke of Cleveland. 


Sir A u g u s t u s Webster 


bought it back in 1901 and it 
has been held by the family 
ever since. 


Powdermill House, principal 


private house on ths estate, 
has links with the making of 
gunpowder. Daniel Defoe, 17th 
century author of "Robinson 
Crusoe," wrote that Battle is 
"remarkable for making the 
finest gunpowder...in Eu- 
rope." 


The trustees are acting for 


Mrs. Evelyn Webster, her sons 
Geoffrev and Simon, and her 


two grandchildren. They still 
hope to find a buyer for the 
entire estate. 


But if they fail, auctioneers 


Strutt and Parker will hold the 
sale June 24 at London's May- 
fair Hotel. They have declined 
to name a reserve price. 


The ancient titles of 


lordships of the manors of Bat- 
t e l l , 
B a r n h o r n e a n d 


Agmerhurst, all in Sussex 
County, are included in the 
sale. 


A local body calling itself the 


1066 trust has been formed in 
a bid to see that the estate is 
preserved as an historic site. 


KOKSIJDE, Belgium (UPI) 
— Three Belgians—two men 
and a woman—are hitching 
their "waggons" for a 12,000- 
mile trek through the United 
States and Canada in a tribute 
to the American Bicentennial 
celebrations. 


"It is our personal hcrnage to 


the countless pioneering men 
and women who opened up the 
American continent and 
created a nation by sheer 
courage and tenacity," said 
Marcel Lardinois, 47, leader of 
the expedition. 


Lardinois, a real estate 


dealer, who was a 
coffee 


planter in Zaire when it was 
still the Belgian Congo, admits 
his love for horses and wide- 
open spaces was a contributing 


factor in his decision to lead 
"Operation Waggon Trail". 


"It's 'waggon' with a double 


gg, as it used to be spelled in 
the old days, because it is in 
the spirit of the old days that 
we shall make our trail," 
Lardinois said. 


With his friend Christian 


Delille, 21, a riding school in- 
structor who has studied veter- 
inary medicine and knows how 
to 
shoe horses, 
Lardinois 


groomed five horses and a 
pony for the trip. 


Four of the horses, three 


mares and a stallion, are of the 
virtually extinct Frisian black 
breed—a tough mixture of 
draught and riding horses. The 
fifth horse is a Tyrolian Hafl- 
inger, of slightly lighter build 


than the Frisians. 


Christian will ride one horse 


throughout the trek. The other 
horses will pull a 50-year-old 
covered waggon in teams of 
two. 


Mrs. Liliane Delille, 50, 


Christian's 
mother, 
is the 


third member of the expedi- 


tion. She will drive a small 
wagon with light gear, pulled 
by a New Forest pony. 


"We are not in a hurry," 


Lardinois said before the start 
of the trip.. "We plan to do 
some 20 miles a day but we 
have only two appointments: 
Aug. 26 in Kansas City where 
a Belgian television crew will 
wait for us, and the Olympic 
Games in Montreal, Canada. 


The trip began April 3 from 


the Riders Club of Oost- 
duinkerke, near Koksijde on 
the Belgian North Sea coast. 


The plan is to board a ship 


at Bremen, West Germany, in 
early May, after a trip through 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
north Germany, and sail for 
Portsmouth, Va. 


From Portsmouth the 


Belgians plan to travel across 
the continent, touching -at 
New Orleans, Kansas City, the 
Grand Canyon, Los Angeles 
and then 
northward 
into 


Canada. 


"We are not afraid of getting 


lost. The U.S. Embawy here 
provided us with excellent 
maps and we shall make sure 
that we stay off roads with too 
much traffic," Lardinois said. 


At their daily camps, Mrs. 


Lelille will sleep in the wagon 
and the two men in tents. 


"We plan to live really rough 


and our supplies do not in- 
clude canned foods," Mrs. De- 
lille said. "We also plan to 
earn some of our cost* by the 
sale of souvenirs such as key 


rings, stickers, matchbose* 
and by giving pony rides to 
children." 


Lardinoii and Delille also 


plan to make movies of their 
trip and experience*, keep a 
meticulous log and a book 
open for local dignitaries to 
sign. 


"It should become t unique 


experience," Lardinois said.

Getting Patients In and Out Fast 


LOS ANGELES (UP1) - 
Thanks to a practice started 
by oral surgeons, it is becom- 
ing more common for surgery 
patients who undergo general 
anesthesia to be released the 
same day. 


Dr. Frank McCarthy, a med- 


ical doctor who also is pro- 
fessor of dentistry at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, 
said an increasing number of 
hospitals are permitting pa- 
tients wihh no history of signif- 
icant disease to undergo sur- 
gery in the morning and go 
home in the afternoon. 


If anesthesia is the only rea- 


son for a hospital stay, he said 
"there is no need for the pa- 
tient to enter the hospital the 
night before surgery, spend a 
complete day in the hospital 
and be discharged oh the third 
day." 


McCarthy said such quick 


in-and-out procedures for the 
more minor forms of surgery 
save money and usually ex- 
pose patients 
to less risk 


because of lighter anesthesia. 


"Oral surgeons were the first 


to realize that anesthesia alone 
does not require patients to be 
hospitalized for much longer 
than the period of surgery," he 
said.
